Americans and wounded more 
than 50 in the past two nights. 
U.S. and Vietnamese officials 
also set up a Joint Security 
Council to work for greater safe­ 
ty for the thousands of U.S. 
servicemen 
and civilians 
and 
their families in the Vietnamese 
capital. 
American military policemen 
stood guard at schools attended 
by American children and rode 
on school buses. U.S. soldiers 
patrolled other American instal­ 
lations. 
Attack From Ambush 
Some of the same Vietnamese 
police strongarm men who were 
assigned last summer to rough­ 
ing up Buddhists and Western 
newsmen were on duty at the 
American schools along with the 
U.S. servicemen. 
They included Inspector Lam 
Van Ly, one of Saigon’s most 
feared judo experts and strong- 
arm men under President Ngo 
Dinh Diem’s regime. 
About 2.500 American civilians 
live in Saigon, including mili­ 
tary wives and children. The to­ 
tal of Americans in the capital, 
counting servicemen and offi­ 
cials. is believed to be about 
10,000. 
U.S. officials denied any con­ 
sideration was being given to 
sending 
civilian 
dependents 
back to the United States.

Michigan bounty hunters and 
trappers cashed in on foxes, 
bobcats, and coyotes for a near 
record payment of $242,135 dur­ 
ing 1963, the Conservation De­ 
partment reports. 
The latest bounty figure is 
up $27,000 from 1962 and falls 
short of the 1961 all-time high 
by only $160. 
Fox claims were the second 
hignest on record for this state. 
They totaled $172,305 for 34,- 
461 animals as against $151,- 
705 the year before. Another 
$66,890 went for 3,830 bountied 
coyotes. Only two other pay­ 
ments on coyotes rank higher. 
Upper Peninsula hunters and 
trappers 
collected 
$2,940 for 
588 bobcats. 
“Last year’s total payment 
represents a net gain of nothing 
to the state’s sportsmen who 
foot the bounty bill each year,” 
remarks Department Director 
Gerald E. Eddy. “It amounts 
to throwing 
the 
sportsman’s 
money away at a time when 
there is a crying need for funds 
to promote game and fish ac­ 
tivities which will benefit him.” 
Eddy reports that the De­ 
partment 
and 
Conservation 
Commission are seeking an end 
to bounty payments as part of 
their 
eight-point 
legislative 
program for 1964. He also notes 
that Governor Romney’s speci­ 
al conservation study commit­

5,000 pheasants annually for re­ 
lease and sale. They dress and 
freeze pheasants and find time 
to

hunters. 
Michigan law' perm its hunt­ 
ing on preserves from Sept. 15 
to A pril I. The mild w eather 
and lack of snow* in Menomi­ 
nee County this year has been 
ideal for several types of hunt­ 
ing, Eland says.

Holds Defense Contracts 
“ ITT is a terribly com plex 
company. As the w orld’s largest 
producer of navigational aids, it

It has the largest 
European m anufacturing opera­ 
tion (about $644 million last 
year) of any U. S. corporation, 
except for General Motors and 
probably Ford, and is outrank­ 
ed by just three European elec­ 
tric equipm ent m akers, Phil­ 
lips, Siemens and AEG.
